The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Invocation was delivered by REV, FRANK BUECHLEY, Assistant Pastor Central
Christian Church, l2th and Guadalupe.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of January 8, 1959, be approved.

MR. JOE CROW appeared before the Council regarding some property he and
MR. J. B. ROBERTS owned at 1T7th and Brazos Streets on which a zoning applrication
was pending. He stated they had owned the property since 1956, some few months
before the State had announced its expansion program. He said he had been before
the State Officials to get an answer as to whether or not this property would he
included in this expansion program, snd had not been able to get a definite
answer. ‘The Mayor reviewed a former plan in 1948 for Capitol expansion. On
this particular property, the Mayor stated he had discussed the matter a number
of times with the officials, and that he would again make inguiry of them and
ask for a decision. Councilmen Long moved that the Mayor be empowered to
officially represent the City Councll before these officials and get an answer
within the next 30 days pro or con on this particular piece of property and
others. The motion, seconded by Councilmaen White, carried by the following vote:

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Councilmen Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:
(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, the City of Austin has established zoning regulations and
districts in accordance with a comprehensive plan for the purposes, among others,
of promoting the health, safety, morals and genersl welfare of the community in
the City of Austin; of preventing the owvercrowding of land and the undue con-
centration of populstion, with reasonable consideration being given to the
character of the districts, their peculiar suitability for particular uses, and
with a view of conserving the value of buildings and encouraging the most ap-
propriate use of land throughout the community; and,

WHEREAS, based upon said principles consideration has always been given
to the public uses of land in the area between the State Capitol and the Uni-
versity of Texas as the same may affect or concern peculiar suitebility of
property for perticular uses and the character of the neighborhood itself; and,

WHEREAS, the owners of property located at the northeast corner of the
intersection of Congress Avenue and Bast 1Tth Street for approximately 18
months have had pending before the City Council an application for a change
in zoning on the property at 200 East 1Tth Street to "0" Office District and
at 204 Bast 1T7th Street to "GR" General Retail District; and,

WHERBAS, sald property owners and said City Council have believed it
in the public interest to postpone action upon said application until such
time as the State Building Commission could formulate its plans with reference
to the Capitol ares expansion; and,

WHEREAS, said property owners have now petitioned the City Council for
finel action upon their said application, whether favorsble or unfavorsble,
‘not later than February 19, 1959; Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the Texas State Building Commission be respectfully requested to
assist the City Council in the performence of its obligation to resolve ques-
tions srising under its Zoning Ordinance, to advise gaid Council if possible
before February 19, 1959, whether and when its plans, for the Capitol area
expansion program will require the use and occupancy by the State of Texas
of the land sbove described.

Councilmen Long. asked that this resolution be sent to the State after
the Mayor talks with them, 8o that it would be on file when the group holds
its next meeting.
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MRS. W. FRIEDRICH, BEuclid Avenue, appeared before the Council stating the
had property near the "city dump" south of St. BElmo Rosd, end that she was unable
to sell it becmuse of the smoke from the hurning. It was stated the contract for
this £ill was yet to run two or three years, and it had been in effect for about
five years. After discussing the property and the city's responsibility and the
contract, the Mayor stated that the matter would be looked into and an effort
made t0 get the burning done quickly rather than slowly, and possibly eliminate
the smoke.

H. & T, C. Railroad Addition in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and
hereby authorizes the said Alex Dochen to construct, maintain, and operate a
drive-in gasoline £illing station and to construct curbs, reamps, and sidewalks
in conjunction therewith subject to the same being comstructed in compliance
with all ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing
attached recommendations and plans. The Building Inspector is hereby authorigzed
to 1lssue an occupancy permit for the operation of this filling station after full
complisnce with all the provisions of this resolution, and sald permission shall
be held to be granted and accepted to all necessary, reasonable and proper,
present and fubure regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in
the enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and Fire regulations; and the
right of revocation is retained, if after hearing it is found by the City Council
that the said Alex Dochen has falled and refused and will continue to fail and
refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Alex Dochen for
permission to construct, maintsin, and operste a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercial drivewsys in conjunction therewith upon the
property locgted at the southwest cormer of the intersection of E. Tth St. and
Canadian St., which property fronts 154 feet on E. Tth St. and 156 feet on
Canadisn St. and being known as a portion of lot 1 Block 8 of the H. & T.C.
Railroad Addition in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, snd the property
upor which this filling station is to be located is owned by Alex Dochen. We
hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this f£illing station is to be located is
designated s "C-2" Commercial Use District upon the zoning mgps of the City
of Austin. .

"All drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk ares into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage
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shall be entirely the responsibility o the Broperty owmer. Any waste connection
to a storm sewer which empties into an open drainagewsy shall be discontinued,

if the waste becomes & nuisance or dsmages any property or rights of others in
the vicinity of the opem drainageway.

"We recommend that Alex Dochen be pranted permission to construct, main-
$ain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to comnstruct curbs,
ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following conditions.

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; buildirg lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the appliicent shall confer with the Department
of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling station.

"{2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
whilé said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street, or
alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pwmps, and all equipment used, in connec-
tion with the storage and handling of gasoline shall he an spproved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Ieborstories, Inc., and that all congtruc-
tion of the filling station improvements shall be in sccordance with the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinsnce, and in accordance
with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercisl water or oils upon the
City Streets.

“(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no wasterwater
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that 2l1 of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease
and sand Egap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2-~H-1

"(5) That all £illing ststion improvementss pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto atfached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 -~ H - 1615.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be comstructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto abttached, marked 2 - H -~ 1615 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for £illing stations, he shall apply for a
final inspection, and upon spproval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certi-
fication of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of C. L. Reeves Construc-
tion Company, by C. L. Reeves, for permigsion to operate a privete gasoline
plant consisting of a 1,000 gallon underground tank and electric pump for the
sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment end from which no gesoline
is to be s0ld, upon property located on the west side of South Lamsr Boulevard,
which property is designated a s Lot 6, Block A, in the City of Austin, Travis
County, Texas, and locelly known as 708 South Iamar Boulevard.

"This property is located in a C Commercial District and I recommend that bhis
permit he granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That the gasoline tenks and pumps shall be of en spproved type snd shsll

"I, the undersigned, have reviewed the plang and have considered the application
of C. A. AMllred, owner of & piece of property sbutting on that part of Lake
Austin lying upstream from the westerly extension of the scuth line of Windsor
Road, the same being lots 20A and 21A, Lakeland Park subdivision near Quinlan
Park, as listed in the Travis County Deed Records, for permission to construct
and maintain a boat dock projecting out into the lake approximately 24 feet
beyond the normal high water level. The construction details meeting all
requirements, and the lLake Austin Navigation Board having considered &hd approve%
this project, I, therefore, recommend that if C. A. Allred is grented his re-
quest by the City Council, that it be subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That nothing but creosoted piles, cedar piles or concrete piles, sub-
stantially braced and bolted to withetand wind and water pressure, be used in
the construction and thet no structure shall extend more than one~third the
distance from shore to shore at the point where structure is located, or be
nearer than ten feet to any side property line of the owner or applicant.

"(2) "hat no business, such as a restaurant, dance hall, concession stand,
or any other enterprise for the sale of goods, wares and merchandise, except
marine supplies and tackle, and no living quarters of any character, shall be
erected on any pier, dock, wharf, float, island, piling or other structure
extending into or above Lake Austin. ‘

"(3) That every structure shall be equipped with propert lights which show
all around the horizon for night use and shall be equipped with flags or
other warnings for daylight use.

"(4) That all structures extending out into the Lske be constantly kept in =
